Halle (p92) 


The Halle-Merseburg ares (D92~-91) contains a heavy concentration of 
armored and artillery troops, smong them the lst Artillery Division.

Officers, it is claimed are very 
security conscious. All personnel attend anti-espionage and anti~ 
American proparanda courses twice weekly.

the U.5.5.R. are being shipped to this area, Maneuvers are being held in 
Kreis Arnstadt.
